Protest Against Cuts 
in Forces of Defense 


An emphatic protest against reduction 
in personnel in the Army, Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps or in expenditures in the 
services during the next fiscal year was 
presented to President Roosevelt yester- 
day by a committee representing 98 
patriotic societies of the nation. 

The President was disinclined at first 
to discuss the matter. Finally, it is re- 
ported, he admitted there was founda- 
tion for the rumors current, but indi- 
cated that his action would depend upon 
the response of the country to the cur- 
tailment proposed. 

The committee that called upon the 
President was composed of Mrs. Virgil 
H. Stone, national president of the 
American War Mothers; and Maj. Ed- 
win S. Bettelheim, adjutant general of 
the Military Order of Foreign Wars. 
Other members of the committee were 
Col. Fred B. Ryons, Military Order of 
the World War, Maj. Gen. Amos A. 
Fries, Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion, Mrs. Grace Brosseau, past presi- 
dent general of the D.A.R.; Mrs. Mary 
Logan Tucker, vice president of the 
Daughters of 1812; and Col. Orvel John- 
son, National secretary of the R.O.T.C. 
Association. 

It is the understanding of the commit- 
tee that the President will issue an ex- 
ecutive order next week providing for: 

A 20 per cent cut in Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel (Secretary Dern 
refused to confirm or deny that there 
was any foundation for these reports. 
It is not seen how any such action can 
be taken with reference to the commis- 
sioned personnel without specific legisla- 
tion by Congress. ) 

Suspension of all Militia activities for 
a period of 6 months. 

Abandonment of all training for one 
year for C.M.T.C. and Reserves. 

Restriction of all Navy flying for six 
months. 

Limitation of 50 hours per year for 
regular Army flying. 

Limitation of Reserve flying to 14 
hours for one year. 

The above information is accepted by 
the societies making the protest to the 
President as correct. 

They are hopeful that their protest 
will cause the President to reverse his 
decision. But they have little to hope 
for from his attitude yesterday. 

In view of the President’s desire to 
learn the attitude of the country upon 
the proposed cut the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL urges petitions to him from all 
sources against any such action. 

Rumors of the extent of the proposed 
eut have been filling the air in Washing- 
ton. For the War Department estimates 
of the amount to be taken from the War 
Department’s appropriations for 1934 ran 
from $80,000,000 to $144,000,000 any one 
of which would be sufficient to deal a 
blow to National Defense that would vir- 
tually wipe out the foundation that has 
been carefully built by the judicious use 
of the meagre appropriations dealt out in 
past years. 

Secretary Dern refused to discuss the 
rumors. At his press conference Thurs- 
day he was asked what steps the War

Army Leaves of Absences 

The War Department has announced 
the following relative to leaves of ab- 
sences : 

“So much of Circular No. 34. War De- 
partment, 1932, as is in confiict with 
the following instructions is rescinded: 

“1, Sections 101, 102, and 103 of the 
Economy Act of June 30, 1932, are re- 
pealed effective April 1, 1933. Absences 
effective on or after that date will be 
granted in the form of leaves as was 
done prior to July 1, 1932. 

“2 On April 1, 1933, each officer will 
be credited with the amount of accrued 
leave due him on June 30, 1932, plus 8 
days (the prorated credit for the re- 
mainder of the present fiscal year) not 
to exceed the maximum of four months. 

“8. The decision of the Comptroller 
General, as contained in Finance Bulle- 
tin No, 24, March 23, 1933, permits em- 
ployees to take, between March 31, and 
July 1, 1933, the unused portion of the 
18 working days’ furlough for which de- 
ductions from compensation previously 
had been made under the terms of sec- 
tion 101b of the Economy Act. 

“4. In order that such furlough credits 
will not be charged to the accrued leave, 
the rosters and W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 
80 will show the absences taken between 
March 31 and July 1, 1933, the number 
of days to be charged to furlough and 
the number of days to be charged to 
leave, for example: An officer granted 20 
days leave of absence who departed May 
1 and who has a furlough credit of 10 
working days, the notation on the roster 
or on W.D., A.G.O. Form No. 80 will be 
as follows: 

“Leave 20 days. Furlough May 1 to 
13, leave May 14 to May 21. 

“5. All those charged with granting 
leaves of absence will facilitate officers 
taking advantage, prior to July 1. 1933, 
of the unused portion of the 18 working 
days’ furlough for which deductions from 
compensation had been made.” 





Civilian Conservation Corps 

The scope of Army participation in 
the Civilian Conservation Corps plan 
was broadened this week to include not 
only conduct of the conditioning camps 
but control of the actual work camps in 
the forests and employment of Reserve 
officers. 

The following radiogram was sent to 
all Corps Area Commanders on April 12: 

“The President has directed the Army 
to extend its present assigned mission 
in connection with unemployment relief 
to the control of Civilian Conservation 
Corps forestry camps. 

“The Corps Area commanders will be 
responsible for all matters incident to 
command of units, the construction of 
forestry camps and their supply, admin- 
istration, sanitation, medical care, hos- 
pitalization and welfare. Actual work 
projects, their technical planning and 
execution will be under the immediate 


control, supervision and direction of 
technical representatives from other 
Federal Departments. No change is 


contemplated in the method of selecting, 
reconditioning and delivering men. 
“The strength of forestry camps will 
in general approximate two hundred 
men. The details of general organiza-

General Hagood Tells 
of Plans to Cut Funds 


Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, USA, testi- 
fied before the House Military Affairs 
Committee on Wednesday, April 12, giv- 
ing details of his plan to reorganize the 
War Depart and cut the costs of the 
Army. 

General Hagood, who commands the 
7th Corps Area and the Fourth Army 
with headquarters at Omaha, Neb., was 
brought to Washington under a subpoena 
from Representative McSwain, of South 
Carolina, chairman of the committee. He 
made it clear to the committee that he 
was not appearing as a volunteer but 
that he was “drafted”. As a matter of 
fact, at the outset he declined to present 
his views until the committee put him 
in a position “where he had no option 
in the matter”. 

The General testified before the com- 
mittee for more than two and a half 
hours. With the exception of Represen- 
tative James, ranking republican on the 
committee, the majority of the members, 
particularly’ Chairman McSwain who 
was proud that General Hagood was 
from South Carolina, were obviously 
pleased with the General’s testimony. 

General Hagood started his discussion 
by presenting a mimeographed “Outline 
of a Plan for Better National Defense 
at Less Cost to the Taxpayer”. This, he 
explained, was an up-to-date elaboration 
of a plan he had previously submitted te 
President Hoover but upon which no 
action was taken. This plan was as 
follows: 

Text of Proposals 

“It is manifest that no radical reduc- 
tion can be made in the cost of the 
Army without a radical change in or- 
ganization. Pinching off a few dollars 
here and there can produce no perma- 
nent results. 

“The plan here proposed is based upon 
the genius and experience of the Ameri- 
can people. After having considered the 
military systems of other countries, I 
een them as being unsuited to Amer- 
ca. 

“The basis of this plan is— 

First: That we must have a Navy 
equal. at least to the best navy in the 
world. 

“Second: That our harbor defenses 
should be restored to their prewar stand- 
ards of efficiency in order that our navy 
may be free to operate at sea and enemy 
ships cannot force their way to our 
docks and wharves. If they come at all, 
they must land on open beaches, which 
is perilous and ac ompanied by almost 
insurmountable dif iculty. 

“Third: That the National Guard 
should be advanced to the first line of 
the Army and the Regular Army put 
back in the Reserve. 

“In time of peace the Regular Army 
should be used to instruct the civilian 
components. 

“In time of minor emergency the Reg- 
ular Army should be used as the main 
fighting force. 

“In time of maior emergency the Reg- 
ular Army should be disbanded and its 
great corps of professional soldiers used 
to train and lead the emergency army of 
ten or fifteen million men. This is the

American Newspapers Comment on Akron Disaster and Future of Airships 


The Akron disaster and its effect upon the future development of lighter-than- 
air construction in the United States has been the subject of comment in the edi- 


torial columns of our leading newspapers. A wide divergence of opinion is noted, 
some editors calling for an end to this form of aviation, while others believe we 
should carry-on. 





“The tragedy of the USS Akron is another fearful challenge to the program of 
lighter-than-air construction in the United States, but it will not be accepted as a 


final verdict,” declares the San Diego Union. “Even in the shock of this news, we 
must look at certain other aspects of lighter-than-air navigation. We must remem- 
ber the thousands of passengers who have ridden dirigibles of one type and an- 
other, traveling with every evidence of safety, comfort and complete control. We 
must remember the exploits of the Graf Zeppelin. We must remember Germany's 
pre-war dirigible passenger service—in 1914, one ship celebrated the completion of 
100,000 miles of scheduled flight without loss or injury. Dirigible transportation 
in Germany was regarded as normal and safe. 

“As to the military value of lighter-than-air craft—‘safe’ or not—that remains 
an open question. Neither advocates nor opponents of the type have proved a case.” 





“How many more dirigibles must crash—how many more lives must be sacri- 
ficed and millions wasted before the United States government quits experimenting 
with an unsound flying principle?” asks the Kansas City Journal Post. 

“The Akron, the very latest product of the faddists in the Navy Department, 
is only one of a long list of dirigibles that have ended in disaster. It is the third 
craft of its kind belonging to the United States to crack up. The first was the 
ZR-2, built for this country in England. It never even got across the ocean, carry- 
ing its crew to a watery grave on a trial flight. Next the Shenandoah was wrecked. 
We still have the Los Angeles. It ought to be junked before it too, kills a half 
hundred or more men. And work on the Macon, now being built, should be

Protest Army-Navy Cuts 
(Continued from First Page) 
Department is taking to contribute to 
the “balance the budget movement.” “I 
cannot give you anything definite,” he 
replied. “We are working on that and 
until it is worked out I think it should 
be treated as confidential.” 

Asked specifically regarding rumors 
that the officer strength of the service 
would be cut by 4,000, he replied, “No, 
I would rather not go into any details 
until we get the thing figured out a lit- 
tle better.” 


Further questioned regarding how 
much of the money appropriated for 


Army housing would be diverted to the 
use of the Civilian Construction Corps, 
he said, “No, I cannot give any figures 
on that. In fact, that’s only an indirect 
part of the general program of retrench- 
ment that must be decided upon and 
anything we save on unexpended bal- 
ances might be used for Civilian Con- 
servation Corps Work.” 

In accordance with the huge slash in 
naval appropriations ordered, there will 
be no fleet problem held next year, and 
operations of the Fleet will be other- 
wise generally curtailed to effect sav- 
ings in fuel. Although most of the con- 
templated reductions are still tenta- 
tive, a final decision has been reached 
as to curtailment of the activities of the 
Fleet. In cancelling the annual fleet 
problem as a Fleet activity, it was de- 
cided to carry through the problem in 
a plotting room without any actual ships 
going through the movements. Plans 
for holding this will be announced later. 

The revised schedule of operations of 
the Fleet contemplates no reduction in 
the schedule of the Asiatic Fleet, the 
Special Service Squadron and the Train- 
ing Squadron. 

Whether any reduction in naval per- 
sonnel will be made is still unde- 
cided. Dire rumors are heard about the 
corridors of the Navy building as to 
purported legislation to reduce the num- 
ber of commissioned officers of the ser- 
vice. Another rumor has it that a large 
number of officers will be furloughed on 
half pay. 

A sizeable cut in enlisted personnel 
will be opposed. More than ninety 
per cent of the men whose enlistments 
expire are shipping over at the present 
time, and although new enlistments may 
be abandoned, no material reduction in 
total strength would result. In order 
to effect substantial savings in the ap- 











propriation for pay, reenlistments would 
have tod be limited and responsible of- 
ficials are extremely reluctant to take 
any steps along this line. 

Civilian personnel will be reduced by 
ten per cent. Orders to this effect were 
sent to Government departments and 
agencies this week, and Secretary Swan- 
son gave Navy Department bureau and 
division chiefs instructions to carry the 
eut into effect. 

While it is regarded as extremely un- 
likely that any additional ships will be 
decommissioned, the rotation plan will 
undoubtedly be greatly extended. If 
some of the surplus shore stations can 
be closed, it will mean that less of the 
reduction will come from the fighting 
fleet. Besides the strong political obsta- 
cles which are always in the path of 
any economy by this means, however, 
there is at present the prospect of a new 
building program which would fill all of 
the navy yards with work and make 
safe this type of shore station. Some 
of the other stations, however, are sure 
to go. 

The projected reduction in expendi- 
tures will have no effect on the Navy’s 
present ship construction (although some 
ships may be delayed), nor on the pro- 
gram now being advocated for increase 
of the Navy, from all accounts. 

Reduced appropriations will have no 
effect upon officers who are scheduled 
to attend service schools next year, it 
is declared, as their travel expenses will 
come from this year’s appropriations. 
Beginning with July 1, however, funds 
for travel will be greatly curtailed, those 
for dependents being especially hit. The 
following ALNAYV, on this subject was 
sent out to the service, April 11: 

“All officers and enlisted men whose 
dependents have performed legal travel 
at own expense during fiscal year 1933 
up to present date and who have not 
submitted claim for reimbursement are 
directed to do immediately. Claims cov- 
ering such travel between receipt of this 
dispatch and April 15 shall be submit- 
ted immediately upon completion of 
travel. Effective April 15, authority 
must be secured from the Bureau of 
Navigation in advance for all dependent 
legal travel except from Asiatic Station, 
whether under transportation requests 
or at own expense. Reimbursement for 
independent travel at own expense when 
authority not secured in advance will 
be made only when and if funds are 

available. Transportation reports and a 
form 268 covering all transportation 


issued to April 15 if not previously for- 
warded must be submitted on that date. 
Asiatic Station will report every 15 days 
beginning May 15 by dispatch total value 
of dependent transportation furnished or 
authorized for fiscal year.”

Importance of Naval 


Research 
By COMDR. E. D. ALMY 
United States Navy 

HE extent to which our modern ma- 
terial civilization is a product of re- 
search is so generally acknowledged (if 
by the majority only vaguely under- 
stood) that the matter scarcely needs 
argument. One needs only to visualize 
and compare the conditions under which 
his grandparents lived with those under 
which his affairs are conducted to real- 
ize that a vast change has taken place 
in a relatively short period of time; and 
any adequate study of this change can- 
not fail to establish research in the phy- 
sical sciences as the dominating factor. 
That the same cause is also of profound 
effect on our philosophical ideas and on 
our general viewpoint toward life can- 
not be denied, even if in some quarters 
it may be deplored. It must be admitted 
that research is a very revolutionary 
force in the world. The results of new 
research always tend to displace the 
products of past research and bring in 
their train engineering, industrial, finan- 
cial and intellectual readjustments of far 
reaching consequence. We may accept as 
a fact that investigations into the fine 
structure of matter, motivated solely by 
scientific curiosity, and the search for 
new laws of nature and hitherto un- 
known or unproved phenomena have been 
a vital factor in revolutionizing the en- 
tire material, social and even political 
structure of the world within a century. 
The research investigations of today be- 
come the engineering facts of tomorrow. 
The effects of research upon national 
life are even more true in the highly 
specialized technical business of main- 
taining a navy adequate to the National 
Defense. One has only to visualize the 
technique and the methods in the battle 
of Manila Bay as compared with the 
mighty clash of forces and mechanisms 
at Jutland to realize the profound in- 
fluence of research on modern warfare. 
The Germans were the first to apply 
intensive science, with their marvelous 
organization, to modern warfare. The 
Allies wasted millions in man power and 
billions in treasure to reach an equal 
technical plane. According to British 
Writers, the battle of Jutland, after 
two years of war. found the Grand 
Fleet technically deficient. Had the Ger- 
man Navy carried out its carefully laid 
Plans to make one last grand assault 
(October 1918) the High Seas Fleet 
would have met a Grand Fleet in an en- 
urely different technical status. By 
means of intensified research and de- 
velopment the British had made vast im- 
provements in mines, mine sweeping, air- 
craft. magazine protection, armor pierc- 
ing projectiles, water-tight integrity, op- 

tes fire control and communications. 
Our need for naval research was first 
brought to light by the Naval Consulting 
oard. This group of distingnished en- 
fineers, scientists, and industrialists 
Was organized, at the instigation of the 
Navy Department, about one and one- 
half years preceding our entry into the 
i) orld War. Without remuneration, they 
dedicated their valuable services to the 
Navy for a period of about three years 
to insure that the Navy was technically 
qualified and materially equipped for its 
Mission, namely, the first line of national 
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defense. The report of the Board states 
“At the time of organization .. . the 
members realized the necessity for the 
construction of a naval laboratory in 
order to get the best results from the 
work they proposed to do along scien- 
tific and inventive lines”. While the rec- 
ords do not disclose which of the mem- 
bers conceived the idea, it is certain the 
Chairman, the late Thomas A. Edison. 
fathered the plan and was a leader in 
presenting the arguments to Congress 
that resulted in the appropriation for the 
establishment of the Naval Research 
Laboratory. 

The considerations that made neces- 
sary the establishment of such an in- 
stitution in a period when the great pow- 
ers were involved in war and are even 
more imperative in peace times when the 
services of scientists and the products 
of laboratories are dedicated to indus- 
trial, scientific and social needs, rather 
than to National Defense. If we concede 
that our fleet must be kept abreast and, 
if possible, in advance of other navies 
and, if we admit research is the basis of 
technical development, we reach the ul- 
timate conclusion that naval research is 
a peace time necessity. Experience in 
our own and other navies has demon- 
strated that we cannot depend upon in- 
dustrial and institutional research to 
serve our minimum needs. If we take 
advantage of every available facility and 
impose upon the good will and patriotism 
of our civilian technicists and scientists, 
we still find naval research is imperative 
for the following reasons: 

First, other research agencies cannot 
in the nature of things be sufficiently 
familiar with naval conditions to make 
it possible to direct their research in- 
telligently toward the development and 
improvement of naval equipment. 

Second, Secret and confidential de- 
velopments can be guarded much more 
adequately at an institution under strict 
naval control. 

Third, the financial and industrial con- 
ditions which occasionally lead to sup- 
pression of important developments in 
the commercial world cannot be per- 
mitted to prevent their use in the Navy 
if thereby the methods of naval warfare 
or the efficiency of fighting units can be 
improved. 

Fourth, if the Navy depended solely 
upon outside agencies, its application and 
development of research would neces- 
sarily lag behind unless other navies 
followed the same policy. Foreign navies 
are very much alive to the importance of 
research. We must equal or surpass 
them unless we are content to accept 
technical deficiency in our fighting units. 

Fifth, in the event of a national emer- 
gency it would become necessary to 
mobilize the scientific resources of the 
country as well as its man and indus- 
trial power. The lessons learned in the 
last war indicate that unless there is a 
going organization to which this scien- 
tific aid may be attached, the loss of 
time, inertia and lack of direction will 





render this aid almost useless. The ap- 
propriation for the Naval Research 
Laboratory would be cheap war risk in- 
surance if it served no other purpose 
than to provide the organization equip- 
ment and facilities upon which to base 
a mobilized scientific staff. 

Sirth, the possibility of far-reaching 
effects on tactics and strategy, follow- 
ing from research, demands that those 
responsible for the former be in the 
closest possible liaison with research 
activities. This necessitates that both 
research and strategical units be a part 
of the same organization of the National 
Defense. 

There is an old adage that “Eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty’; mod- 
ern conditions might well translate the 
word “vigilance” into “research”.

No Pay for Surplus Graduates 

Secretary of the Navy Claude Swan- 
son this week recommended to Congress 
the enactment of legislation which will 
deny to future surplus graduates of the 
Naval Academy the payment of one 
year’s pay upon discharge. 

Several hundred qualified graduates 
must be discharged at graduation each 
year for the next two or three years, 
because there will be no vacancies for 
them in the Navy. Under an act passed 
last Congress fifty per cent of the gradu- 
ates each year may be given commis- 
sions in the line of the Navy regardless 
of strength limitations, but there will 
be no room for the others. 

“When the law granting one year’s 
sea pay to surplus graduates of the Na- 
val Academy was enacted,” the Secre 
tary declared in a letter to the Speaker 
of the House, “Midshipmen performed 
two years service at sea following the 
four-year course at the Naval Academy 
and were not discharged until after the 
completion of the six year’s course. 
Passed Midshipmen really performed 
two years of service to the Government 
at sea and it would appear that the 
legislators of that day considered it 
equitable to grant a bonus to such Mid- 
shipmen as were forcibly separated from 
the service because of the lack of vacan- 
cies in the Line of the Navy. 

“Surplus graduates of the present day 
have not performed any service or given 
any return to the Government for their 
education at all commensurate with that 
rendered by the Passed Midshipmen of 
forty and fifty years ago. They have 
been given an excellent education over 
a period of four years, and during this 
time have been paid a salary sufficiently 
ample to permit their having saved con- 
siderable money. Since this saving fea- 
ture has been administered for the Mid-

shipmen primarily to provide funds to 
pay for uniforms upon being commis- 
sioned, it follows that most of the grad- 
uates who fail to receive commissions 
will have approximately $1,000 to their 
credit. 

“In the present depleted condition of 
the Treasury, it would seem fair to the 
Government and not unfair to the sur- 
plus graduates to send them into civil 
life without the additional gratuity of 
one year’s sea pay. 

“The enactment of this proposed legis- 
lation is expected to result in a saving 
to the Government of about $156,000 for 
the current year and about the same 
amount for the next two or three years.”

No Beer in D. C. Naval Posts 

Secretary of t*e Navy Claude A. 
Swanson has sent the following order 
on the subject of the sale of beverages 
on naval reservations located in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The order was sent 
to Commandant, Navy Yard, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: Commanding Officer, Marine 
Barracks, Washington, D. C.; Command- 
ing Officer, Naval Air Station, Anacos- 
tia, D. C.: Commanding Officer, Naval 
Hospital, Washington, D. C.; Superin- 
tendent, U. S. Naval Observatory, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; Director, Naval Research 
Laboratory, Bellevue, D. C., and stated: 

“In accordance with the provisions of 
reference (a) (an Act to provide revenue 
for the District of Columbia by the taxa- 
tion of certain beverages, approved Ap- 
ril 5, 1933), the beverages referred to 
therein may not be sold in any public 
building, located within the District of 
Columbia, without a permit issued by 
the District Commissioners. 

“The Secretary of the Navy will not 
approve requests for such permits for 
sale of the beverages referred to in any 
building in the District of Columbia un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Navy Depart- 
ment, and the enmmanding officers of 
the activities adGressed will take steps 
necessary to insure that requests for 
such permits be not submitted. 
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Air Corps Exercises 


For several weeks this Spring the ma- 
jority of Army air fields throughout the 
country will be lonely places, and the 
Army planes which ordinarily do their 
flying in the surrounding air will be 
doing their flying elsewhere. Those 
tactical wings, groups or squadrons of 
the Army Air Corps which are not en- 
gaged in the Joint Army Air Corps-Anti- 
aircraft Artillery exercises at Fort 
Knox, Ky., will fly from their home sta- 
tions to some point in the United States 
where facilities exist to take care of 
them while they engage in tactical mis- 
sions involving various assumed situa- 
tions. Even the instructors and students 
at the Air Corps Tactical School at Max- 
well Field, Alabama, will be on the 
move. 


“In order to afford Army fiying per- 
sonnel experience in handling their air- 
planes, or numbers of such airplanes, 
over different routes and varying ter- 
rain it has been the practice to shift the 
locality of Air Corps exercises from year 
to year,” stated General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff of the Army. 
“The 1930 exercises were held in the 
Sacramento Valley, those of 1931 in the 
Northeast and it had been planned to 
hold those of this year somewhere in the 
Northwest. Due to the lack of existing 
installations under Army control to ac- 
commodate the contemplated concentra- 
tion and training of 390 officers, 1822 
enlisted men, and 335 airplanes, tenta- 
tive plans involving the Northwest were 
abandoned, as the need for economy fa- 
vored a locality where a large Army 
field and a supply depot were present. 


“March and Rockwell Fields, in South- 
ern California, were ideal for this pur- 
pose. The landing area at the former 
place is adequate and the air supply 
depot at the latter field simplifies the 
question of shipment of supplies for 
many airplanes busily engaged in flying. 


“All units flying to March Field will 
be routed over the Southern Military 
Airways, via El Paso, Tex., and Tucson, 
Ariz. This will present a new and in- 
teresting phase of such air exercises to 
the Air Commander and his staff and 
to the group and squadron commanders ; 
the experience of controlling, directing 
and servicing of many air units along 
a route which constitutes a bottle neck 
through the mountains. 

“Individuals or small units experience 
no difficulty in travelling through such 
bottlenecks along the airways, but when 








larger units, such as groups and wings 
are concerned, the movement must be 
regulated the same as those of ground 
troops, by carefully prepared ‘March 
Tables.’ This will probably be one of 
the first jobs of the Air Force Comman- 
der to be appointed by the War Depart- 
ment upon the recommendation of Maj. 
Gen. B. D. Foulois, Chief of the Air 
Corps. 

“Exclusive of the home units at March 
and Rockwell Fields, the remainder fly- 
ing to those fields will be less than a 
third of those which participated in the 
1931 exercises of the 1st Air Division 
throughout the Northeast. There will, 
however, be less time and personnel in- 
volved in the preparation for this move- 
ment, and difficult phases have deliber- 
ately been chosen.” 

Air Corps officers of wide experience 
pointed to an important phase of rout- 
ing large air units through a “bottle- 
neck.” Should inclement weather occur 
to such a degree as to make peace-time 
operations dangerous, there must be no 
crowding head of successive units favor- 
ed by passable weather and so congesting 
either the airways or airports enroute, 
and interfering with the expeditious 
movement of Air Corps units. To pre- 
vent such over-running, the Air Force 
Commander and his staff must develop 
“march tables” for air, and a system of 
supply; and must maintain control of 
these by radio. 

The staff training and experience of 
all personnel involved in this year’s ex- 
ercises should result in the development 
of certain practicable principles which 
ean readily be applied to similar condi- 
tions when the Air Corps is on the 
move. One of the advantages of an Air 
Force is its ready mobility. The devel- 
opment of supply and movement sched- 
ules and their practical application to 
air units under varying and often un- 
favorable conditions is one of the goals 
of peace-time training, so that such air 
units may move smoothly and without 
delay or uncertainty to their concentra- 
tion point.

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Akron Inquiry 

The naval court of inquiry designated 
to investigate the loss of the U. S. S. 
Akron off Barnegat Bay April 4, met at 
the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J., 
April 10. Presiding is Rear Adm. Henry 
V. Butler, commandant of the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard. Other members are 
Comdr. Sydney M. Kraus, of the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard, and Capt. Henry E. 
Shoemaker, commander of the Sunny- 
vale (Calif.) air base, Lt. Comdr. Ralph 
©. Pennoyer is judge advocate. 

Lt. Comdr. Herbert V. Wiley, execu- 
tive officer of the Akron, was the prin- 
cipal witness. With him were the only 
other survivors of the disaster, Richard 
E. Deal, boatswain’s mate 2nd, and 
Moody E. Erwin, aviation metalsmith 
2nd class. 

Lt. Comdr. E. F. Cochrane, officer in 
charge of repairs and inspections at 
Lakehurst. and his assistants, Pete 
Ward and T. L. Blakemore, also testi- 
fied. 

The court learned from Commander 
Wiley that the Akron had reports that 
the weather was unfavorable when she 
took off on the fatal flight. Commander 
Wiley testified that he and the com- 
mander, Comdr. F. C. McCord, had been 
informed the weather would be adverse 
for taking radio compass dimensions off 
New England, that visibility would be 
poor and that bad weather conditions 
over Michigan were moving northeast- 
ward. 

He added, however, that in his opin- 
ion “there was no feeling of danger or 
apprehension in starting the flight at 
that time.” 

In his testimony, Commander Wiley 
stated that when lightning had first 
shown in the south after the airship had 
left Philadelphia, his thought was to 
change the course to the westward from 
the southerly direction the ship was tak- 
ing down the Delaware River. Com- 
mander McCord, however. ordered the 
course changed to the eastward. Com- 
mander Wiley emphasized he did not 
wish his remarks to be construed as 
criticism of Commander McCord, whom 
he praised for his handling of the ship, 
for setting the course he did. 

“My own doctrine,” said Commander 
Wiley, “has been to place the ship on 
the west side of a circular storm in the 
Northern Hemisphere.” 

Commander Wiley said he mentioned 
the possibility of changing the course to 
the westward when he saw the first 
lightning flashes to the south. Comman- 
der McCord, he said, told him in reply 
that he had noticed lightning in the west 
and was shifting the course eastward. 

After the ship took the course seaward 
a mistake was made in navigation, Com- 
mender Wiley informed the court. “The 
captain told me he had ordered a 15- 
degree change in the course and that a 
mistake had been made and the course 
changed 50 degrees.” 

No apparent significance was attached 
to this either by the court or the judge 
advocate. 

Asked to compare the storm with 
ethers the Akron had encountered in its 
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flights, Commander Wiley said: 

“We saw some bad ones but never 
before were we completely surrounded 
by lightning as we were late that night.” 

At the end of the first day’s testimony 
Commander Wiley asked if he could add 
a few words and said: 

“I tried to give a picture of the dis- 
cipline and action in the control car. 

“There was no confusion at any time. 
Orders were given in low tones. There 
was no feeling of panic or violation of 
discipline at any time. 

“Captain McCord was calm at all 
times. He did everything that could 
have been done to meet the situation. 
I believe Captain McCord efficiently and 
courageously did his duty in this emer- 
gency.” 

As the result of “more mature thought 
and consultation.” Commander Wiley 
at the hearing April 11 changed several 
parts of his previous testimony, most 
important of which was the declaration 
he believed the “severe gust” he had pic- 
tured was in reality the shock caused 
by the stern’s hitting the water. 

He asserted that explained the reason 
for his failing to feel the gust through 
the windows of the control car. 

Asked by the judge advocate why the 
captain decided to make the flight when 
weather making it impossible to cali- 
brate radio directions as planned was 
forecast, Commander Wiley testified 
other operating problems could be car- 
ried out, thus justifying, in his opinion, 
the take-off in the face of adverse con- 
ditions. 

Erwin and Deal, the other two sur- 
vivors of the disaster, testified that the 
first break in the structure of the ship 
occurred in the air, whereas Commander 
Wiley said the ship’s framework did not 
break until the Akron struck the water. 

Commander Wiley testified the Akron 
was equipped with an inflated air life 
raft capable of carrying 14 men. All 
pillows, mattresses and sleeping bags 
were designed for flotation and were 
considered life equipment. 

“Were any life preservers carried?’ 
he was asked. 

“T don’t know.” he replied. 
sometimes.” 

Testimony by Commander Cochrane 
and his aides was that all necessary re- 
pairs had been completed and that the 
ship was the finest and strongest they 
had ever seen. 

Commander Cochrane testified that 
nine repair jobs had been ordered for 
the Akron, to be carried out when they 
could be fitted into the operating sched- 
ule. The plan, he said, had been to 
finish them when the Akron returned 
form her cruise last week. 

One of the jobs was reinforcement and 
strengthening of frames on girders 5, 6 
end 7. Two of the Akron survivors tes- 
tified that they saw girders 6 and 7 snap 
apart. While the connection was not 
made clear in testimony, it was indi- 
eated that the court did not consider 
this of particular importance. 

Commander Wiley said the contem- 
plated girder work was of no great sig- 
nificance and Commander Cochrane tes- 
tified : 

“Tt was a rather small work.” 

The repair officers testified that after 
the three accidents last year—on Feb- 
ruary 22, May 13 and August 22—re- 
pairs made the Akron stronger struc- 
turally than before she was damaged. 

Blakemore said the Akron was “the 
strongest ship I have ever been in.” 


“We did 
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Ward, chief inspector at Lakehurst, 
testified : 

“I can honestly say that the U. S. S. 
Akron was superior to any other ship 
I’ve ever been on.” 


Ward said he had inspected all dirigi- 
bles flown in the United States, includ- 
ing the Graf Zeppelin. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener,. dirigible expert, 
is quoted in dispatches from abroad as 
stating that, in his opinion, from read- 
ing the reports of the inquiry, the crash 
was caused by a break of the big ship 
in the airplane carrier room. 

Dr. Eckener said he always had con- 
sidered the room in which fighting 
planes were stored, a weak point in the 
Akron’s framework. 

His comment came following New 
York reports tracing the Akron disaster 
to broken ribs in the huge dirigible. 

According to the evidence before the 
court of inquiry, however, there was no 
break in the carrier room. 

The House this week unanimously 
agreed that a joint congressional com- 
mittee should attempt to fix “responsi- 
bility” for ali Army and Navy airship 
accidents, including that last week in- 
volving the Akron. 

Without debate, it adopted the Bank- 
head resolution for a special committee 
of five House and five Senate members 
to consider not only accidents but the 
“utility” of airships for military or 
naval purposes. 

The joint committee would be empow- 
ered, under the resolution sponsored by 
Representative Bankhead (Democrat), 
Alabama, to subpoena witnesses and de- 
mand the production of evidence. It 
would report to the House “as soon as 
practicable.” 

Bankhead and others expect this 
report to include a recommendation 
whether the United States should con- 
tinue building airships. 

The Senate has yet to act on the reso- 
lution. 

A memorial service in honor of the 
officers and men lost on the Akron was 
held Sunday afternoon in the great 
choir of Washington Cathedral. 

The Rt. Rev. James E. Freeman, 
Bishop of Washington, delivered the 
commemorative address, speaking with 
deep feeling of the heroism and devo- 
tion of the Akron’s crew. 

He said, in part: 

“They shall not be forgotten of their 
fellows. Their fidelity to duty consti- 
tutes an imperishable record in the rich 
annals of our national life. They have 
maintained the unfailing tradition which 
we inevitably associate with the men 
of the Navy.” 

Capt. Sydney K. Evans, Ch. C., read 
the lesson and following prayers for the 
dead, a Navy bugler sounded taps. 

Among the congregation were Mrs. 
John N. Garner, wife of the Vice-Presi- 
dent; members of the President’s Cabi- 
net and their wives. members of the 
House and Senate Committees on Naval 
Affairs, and many high ranking naval 
officers and enlisted men.

British Society Offers Prizes 


The Royal Society for the Encourage.

How to deal with fire 
when once started. Reasons and sugges.

ing, lighting and ventilating schemes 
usually found in large and luxurious 
liners.” 

Competitors must send in their essays 
not later than December 31, 1933, to 
the Secretary. Royal Society of Arts, 
at the above address. The essays must 
be typed in English. They must be sent 
in under a motto, accompanied by a 
sealed envelope enclosing the author's 
name, which must on no account be 
written on the essay. Both competitions 
are open to persons of any nationality, 
but in the case of the essay competition 
only, competitors must be past or pres 
ent members of the seafaring profession.

Expects Air Increase 


Great Lakes, Ill—Speaking before the 
Aviation Post of the American Legion 
at the Midland Club in Chicago at a 
luncheon meeting recently, Rear Adm. 
Wat T. Cluverius, USN, said that the 
naval authorities confidently expect ex- 
pansion of the air arm of the Fleet 
during the present administration 

“Naval air forces are now on a par 
with those of any other country.” be 
said, “but unless we have a superior 
flying force, there still would be fear 
that our fleet might fall quickly in the 
event of hostilities. Planes are the eye 
of the fleet, for they can range 1.00 
miles ahead. 

“Planes are absolutely essential for 
control of battleship fire. Unseen 
targets cannot be spotted accurately 
without observation planes, and the 
fighters and the heavy bombers. work- 
ing in close cooperation with the fleet. 
are of greatest importance.” 

Admiral Cluverius drew a vivid pic 
ture of the operations of the air arm of 
the fleet in practice maneuvers. He 
said: 

“The growth of air-mindedness is a> 
parent everywhere and we are extreme 
ly hopeful that a Congress already 
generous in the provision of navy plane 
in times of stress will aid in the D& 
tion’s future air program.” 
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Representative Collins Testifies 

tepresentative Ross Collins, D. of 
Miss., chairman of the House sub-com- 
mittee on War Department appropria- 
tions, and leader of the forces in Con- 
zress wha consistently urge curtailment 
of the national defense, testified before 
the House Military Affairs Committee 
this week. 

Mr. Collins took issue with the con- 
tentions of several members of the mili- 
tary affairs committee that the Air 
Corps program had not been carried out 
because of inadequate appropriations. 
He declared that in direct and indirect 
appropriations for Army and Navy avia- 
tion. there had been spent in the fiscal 
year 1931, $128,000,000, compared with 
$83,000,000 for France, $87,906,000 for 
Great Britain, $50,100,000 for Italy, and 
an estimated total of $46,500,000 for 


Japan. 


“Of course,” Representative Collins 
stated. “the Air Corps has never pur- 
chased the planes as rapidly as we have 
given them the money with which to 


purchase them. In other words, on some 
occasions they have been almost a year 
behind with their purchases. I do not 
doubt but that it was, however, in the 
interest of economy to do that. But I 
think we are measurably up to our five- 
year program, or about as nearly so as 
would have been wise to have carried it.” 

Representative Cochran of Pa. con- 
tended that in comparing expenditures 
for military purposes, the higher cost of 
wages and material in the United States 
should be considered. Mr. Collins, how- 
ever, denied this. He declared that he 
had information which indicated that 
planes could be procured cheaper in the 
United States than abroad. He admitted 
later, however, that he could furnish no 
data to support his contention, adding 
that he was “no expert on this subject.” 

Turning then to “several matters 
which he thought the committee should 
be advised about,” Mr. Collins said: 

“First of all, we have no air policy 
in the United States. We do not know 
whether the planes are auxiliary to the 
land forces or not. We do not know the 
station that the air forces will take in 
the event of war. There just is no air 
policy in this country.” 

“Who is responsible for that,” de- 
manded Representative W. Frank James, 
ranking minority member of the group. 

“I suppose the Staff is,” replied Rep- 
resentative Collins. “I know that we 
have no air policy.” 

“We have had a Chief of the Air 
Corps and an Assistant Secretary of 
War for Aviation,” returned Mr. James. 

Representative Collins then quoted 
from testimony given by Maj. Gen. Ben- 
jamin Foulois, Chief of Air Corps, before 
the Appropriations Committee, in sup- 
port of his contention, and Chairman 
McSwain interjected the observation 
that these two officials did not fix the 
policies of the Army. 

“If that is true if you were Chief of 
the Air Corps, or Assistant Secretary of 
War, and you had certain duties de- 
volving upon you and you figured that 
the important authorities would not let 
you do what you wanted,” returned Mr. 
James, “would you not take it to the 
board of directors which happen to be 
Congress, and tell them about it? Why 
should not Congress know, if nothing has 
been done? General Fechet was here 
and General Foulois was here. Why 
Should not they come up to the board of 
directors and tell them they have been 
thwarted ?” 

“I think if you will make some in- 
quiry in the War Department,” stated 
Mr. Collins, “you will find out that the 
policy in many branches of the Army 
is not fixed by the Chief of that par- 
Uecular division, and the Chief of that 
division has very little to say about the 
Policy that will be followed in that par- 
Neular branch. I imagine that General 
Foulois is about as well chaperoned by 
the Staff as any man in the War De- 
partment. * * * Now, the Navy does 
not do that. A man who is the chief of 
4 branch in the Navy has some author- 
ity: but the man who is the chief of 
4 branch in. the Army has very little 
authority.” 

“It is only assumed authority,” de- 
clared Mr. James, “there is nothing un- 
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der the law that would give them any 
authority.” ' 

Representative Collins advocated the 
filling of the position of assistant secre- 
tary for aeronautics as one method of 
alleviating this condition. He declared 
later that the Army and Navy had too 
few fighting planes and too many ob- 
servation planes. 

“I want to urge this committee, with 
all the power that I have, in the forma- 
tion of your program,” he said, “to get 
fighting planes, and buy fighting planes 
rather than taxis for people to ride 
around over the country in for their 
accommodation.” 

Turning to the question of personnel, 
Representative Collins advocated that 
officers should not be retained more than 
ten or fifteen years in the Air Corps and 
then should be transferred to other 
branches of the services. He said he 
favored promotion upon length of ser- 
vice together with a system of selection 
such as prevails in the Navy, for the 
whole service rather than a separate list 
for the Air Corps. 

“There may be something wrong with 
the Army system of promotion,” de- 
clared Mr. James. In fact, I have 
thought so for years. But the Navy 
goes to the other extreme. As you know, 
it is possible under the Navy system for 
a man to be competent and to pass an 
examination and it be decided by the 
Board he is competent, and then, be- 
cause of the way the law reads and is 
construed, this man could be kicked out 
of the Navy. Is not that true?” 

Representative Collins agreed, adding 
that however, “it is not as bad as our 
system.” 

Continuing with his advice as to im- 
provement of the Air Corps, Mr. Collins 
advocated the acquisition of “an expert 
designer” of planes and engines and also 
that a few foreign planes and engines 
be bought each year in order to keep.up 
with what foreign nations were doing. He 
also advocated the entrance of American 
planes in the Schneider and Pulitzer 
Cup races, declaring that he “suspected” 
that the reason the United States had 
dropped out of the high speed races was 
not economy but because American 
planes were so slow they had no chance 
of winning. 

Questioned by Chairman McSwain, 
Mr. Collins said that he favored the bill 
to allow one hundred graduates of the 
Air Corps training schools to be given 
commissions in the Regular Army each 
year, as long as the commissioned 
strength of the whole service was not 
increased. 

Representative Collins suggested that 
there be established in the War Depart- 
ment “an organization composed either 
of three or five men, civilians, who are 
familiar with military defense and to 
act more or less as an advisory organ- 
ization, to keep up with progressive pol- 
icies that are practices in other armies 
and advocated by leading military- 
minded civilians and military-minded 
men over the country, so as to keep the 
Department in a progressive minded 
state.” 

Mr. Collins said that he mentioned 
this idea to Maj. Gen. John Gulick, 
Chief of Coast Artillery, and that he 
had thought it an excellent suggestion. 

“You see,” explained Mr. Collins, “a 
man who reaches a high station or high 
rank is usually a man who, if he does 
not keep constantly progressive-minded, 
will become stale. He will want to fol- 
low obsolete methods. He was taught at 
West Point, say thirty years. He 
learned most of his military knowledge 
thirty years ago and he would like to 
fight the next war like wars thirty years 
ago or prior were fought.” 

Asked by Representative Faddis (who 
is a Reserve officer and a graduate of 
the Command and General Staff School) 
whether he really meant to say that 
there were no officers in the Army who 
had advanced in their profession since 
they left the Military Academy. Mr. 
Collins declared that 25 per cent of the 
officers of the Army were “progressive- 
minded,” citing General Foulois, Gen- 
eral Gulick and Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum 
as examples. 


“I know men in our Army who are. 


just as wide awake and alert as some 


ers, especially foreign military experts 





Congressmen that I know,” Mr. Collins 
declared. 

Questioned as to why he felt that 
civilians would be more progressive than 
Army officers, Mr. Collins said: 

“You take in civilian life, there are 
men who make a study of Army prob- 
lems, who are very much interested in 
it. I must say I am very much inter- 
ested in the subject, although I would 
not know how to present arms; but I 
am interested in the subject and I am 
interested in it from a tactical stand- 
point; I am interested in it from all 
standpoints, and I think I know a little 
something about it. I do not belong to 
any branch; I have no particular pride 
in a particular branch or any particular 
branches, but I am able to look at the 
subject (and a great many men are), 
from the completed whole, from the 
standpoint of providing our country 
with an up-to-date, modern defense sys- 
tem. And contrary to what the public 
believes about me, I will just take occa- 
sion in this particular instance to state 
what I believe about what constitutes 
a modern defense system and what I 
have advocated. I have advocated an 
army of reasonable size, equipped with 
modern weapons of warfare and capable 
immediately of going on the offensive. 
I do not know that would suit some of 
my peace friends, but I imagine, on the 
other hand, it is a little bit more mili- 
taristic than some of the people in the 
military establishment would admit.” 

During the discussion regarding pro- 
motion, Chairman McSwain stated that 
he had been informed that the Army was 
eliminating about 125 officers a year at 
the present time by means of the Class 
B board. 

“T am agreeably surprised,” he said, 
“as it would be one of my purposes to 
put more teeth in that law, if we could.” 

Representative Collins stated that he 
thought Mr. McSwain was mistaken, as 
he was under the impression that the B 
boards had just about stopped function- 


ing. 
The Mississippian declared that he 
was in favor of a single department of 
national defense or failing that he fa- 
vored the Army and Navy air forces be 
consolidated under one separate head. 





General Moseley Writes 


The following letter from Maj. Gen. 
George Van Horn Moseley, former dep- 
uty chief of staff, now commanding the 
5th Corps Area, was printed in the New 
York Herald Tribune April 9, 1933: 

To the New York Herald Tribune: 

I have read with deep interest your 
editorial under the caption “That Next 
War,” in your issue of March 31. It 
has always seemed strange to me that 
investiggtors, studying the subject of a 
Department of National Defense in its 
possible application to our country, do 
not consider the particular form of gov- 
ernment we have as compared with 
other governments which may be con- 
sidering the same proposition. Foreign- 


who study our government, realize that 
in point of simplicity of organization we 
have the strongest military organization 
in the world because, fortunately, with 
us the President of the United States is 
both the political head of the govern- 
ment and also the Commander in Chief 
of the Army and Navy.

With us, therefore, we have in 
being at all times a Department of Na- 
tional Defense heading up to the brain 
of one man, the President. In peace 
and in war the details of the Army and 
Navy Departments, as well as many of 
the serious problems of those depart- 
ments, can safely be left to the lower 
echelons, but both in peace and war the 
President of the United States cannot 





neglect or ignore the great responsibil- 
ities which are his as Commander in | 
Chief. | 

Our present organization is simplicity | 
itself, involving direct control, following | 
very closely the organization of the | 
human body. The President himself | 
may be well represented by the head of | 
the human body, the two fighting ser- | 
vices the two fists controlled by a single 
brain—and two fists are better in a fight | 


than one large one. The supply and 
supporting services are represented by 
the trunk of the human body, and it is 
in this line of activity—supply—that 
consolidation should be effected, and it 
is being effected along practical lines 
today. The details of the industrial 
problems involved in the supply of the 
Army and Navy are now carefully 
studied by Army and Navy officers work- 
ing side by side in the Industrial Col- 
lege in Washington and in the Army and 
Navy Munition Board. 

* * * 


Thorough investigations made of this 
subject have shown very clearly that no 
economies are involved which are not 
being provided for now under the pres- 
ent system. The practical result of 
such an experiment would be to inter- 
pose a new secretary and a growing bu- 
reau between the President of the 
United States and his responsibilities in 
the Army and Navy. Every President 
in history, when confronted with emer- 
gencies of peace or war involving the 
Army and Navy, has turned not only to 
the two Secretaries directly, but to his 
professional advisers, the chief of staff 
of the Army and the chief of naval 
operations.

We hear the slogan “Buy American.” 
We might well apply that slogan to mat- 
ters of policy, and before adopting some- 
thing foreign let us investigate to see if 
the corresponding item of our own is 
not better conceived and constructed to 
meet our own needs. So often in the 
past in the Army we have been forced 
to adopt an idea from abroad when it 
does not fit our organization, or the 
temper of the human beings who go to 
make up our armies and navies. The

War Department’s attitude toward General Hagood.—At his weekly conference 
with the press on Thursday, Secretary of War Dern was asked what the attitude 
of the Department is toward the remarks of Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, to which 
Mr. Dern replied, “We haven't paid any attention to it, Congress can call on 
anybody it sees fit.” One of the interviewers then recalled that an Admiral of 
the Navy was punished for writing articles criticizing the Navy Department and 
wondered if the War Department contemplated any action because of General 
Hagood’s Kansas City speech. The Secretary said “No, not at all. I think that’s 
more a matter of taste on his part than anything else.”

Officers Detailed in @tinex Arms.—The Secretary of War has directed that as a 
measure of economy, officers detailed or assigned to another arm or service (except 
officers detailed to the General Staff Corps or Air Corps) will not be returned 
from such detail or assignment during the fiscal years 1933 and 1934, unless such 
reliefs are necessary in the public interest. 

Army regulations prescribe the normal period of detail as four years and there 
are about 60 officers detailed to other arms or services whose four years tour would 
expire prior to July 1, 1984, and who will be continued beyond that limit unless 
it is necessary in the public interest to relieve them.

Unrest in the Navy.—Secretary Swanson has been receiving reports that the officers 
and men of the United States Fleet are greatly concerned over the rumors that 
have reached them as to the reductions which are contemplated by the Administra- 
tion. Is it surprising? The personnel in Pacific waters has been devoting itself 
to the development of even greater efficiency in the performance of the duties 
entrusted to them. They are now told that measures are to be taken which will 
lay up ships and even lead to the retirement of officers and men. The latter we 
believe to be untrue. With a great blare of trumpets, it has been announced that 
Secretary Swanson and Representative Vinson, Chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, intend to present a program of construction. If so, more officers 
and men will be required. But while this program is being discussed, Mr. Swanson 
has told the Bureau Chiefs that seventy million dollars must be lopped from the 
naval expenditures for the next fiscal year. If this be done, and the personnel 
not disturbed, navy yards must be closed and civilians thrown out of employment. 
The Army, in order to maintain its present personnel, likewise must discharge 
civilians. What is the idea of dismissing men and women on the one hand and 
making a drive for reforestation camp employment on the other? It is an incon- 
sistency which calls for explanation.

Reduced-Fare Transportation.—Pending the revision of AR 30-910 (Quartermaster 
Corps—Transportation Requests), Oct. 23, 1931, and AR 30-920 (Quartermaster 
Corps—Transportation of Individuals), Oct. 23, 1930, paragraphs 10 and 11, AR 
30-910, and paragraph 50, AR 30-920, have been ordered changed to require that 
whenever application is made for transportation, one through transportation request 
will be issued for travel involving temporary duty enroute provided the carriers’ 
tariffs permit stop-over for the required duty time at intermediate temporary duty 
stations, also that one transportation request will be issued for all round-trip jour- 
neys, except as provided in paragraph 17g, AR 30-965. Deviation may be made from 
the foregoing requirements and separate transportation requests furnished for the 
personal convenience of a traveler upon his payment in advance to the quarter- 
master of the excess cost occasioned thereby. 
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Non-Rated Flyers.—The War Department has laid down the following “Air Corps 
Training Guide” for Air Corps commissioned personnel flying in accordance with 
AR 35-1480, but rated neither as pilot nor observer: 

Commanding Officers of all stations at which they are assigned non-rateg Air 
Corps commissioned personnel who are on duty in accordance with AR 35-149) 
requiring participation in regular and frequent flights, will initiate flying schedules 
for such personnel, which, in a general way, will conform to the appropriate sched. 
ule below: 

Armament Officers: 

A minimum average of ten (10) hours per month throughout the fiscal year 

(1) Flights will be made for the following purposes: (a) To participate jp 
aerial gunnery and bombing exercises. (b) To participate in air field exercises 
(c) To determine the state of training of armament personnel. (d) To determing 
that the following equipment is functioning properly and if not functioning properly 
to determine and correct the technical difficulties in the operation thereof: (1) 
Bomb sights, mounts, releases, controls and fuses. (2) Flexible gun sights, mounts 
guns and ammunition therefor. (3) Flares, pyrotechnics, projectors, and their 
holders. (4) Camera guns, mounts and sights. 

(2) Commanding Officers are responsible that the non-rated personne! par. 
ticipating in regular and frequent aerial flights for the above purposes are tech. 
nically qualified to perform the duty or duties among those listed above for which 
flights are performed. The following officers may be considered qualified to per. 
form all the duties listed above: (a) Graduates of the Armament Course at the 
Air Corps Technical School. (b) Officers on duty with or having served one year 
in the Armament Branch of the Engineering Section of the Materiel Division, Air 
Corps. (c) Instructors and former instructors in the Armament Course at the 
Air Corps Technical School. 

(3) Commanding Officers will be responsible that each non-rated Armament 
Officer performs the above prescribed minimum flying schedule in the execution of 
the duties listed above. 

Communications Officers: 

A minimum average of ten (10) hours per month throughout the fiscal year, 

(1) Flights will be made for the following purposes: (a) To furnish the air 
communications service required in the execution of the Training Program pre 
scribed in accordance with War Department Training Directive. (b) To furnish 
the air communications service necessary for cooperative missions and air opera- 
tions. (c) To determine the powers and limitations of the aircraft communica. 
tions equipment in the aircraft radio net, both in general and in particular locali- 
ties. (d) To determine the state of training of communications personnel. (e) 
To determine that aircraft communications equipment is functioning properly. (f) 
To determine and correct technical difficulties in the operation of aircraft con- 
munications equipment which is not functioning properly. 

(2) Commanding Officers are responsible that the non-rated personnel par- 
ticipating in regular and frequent aerial flights for the above purposes are tech- 
nically qualified to perform the duty or duties among those listed above for which 
flights are performed. .The following officers may be considered qualified to per- 
form all the duties listed above: (a) Graduates of the Air Communications Course 
at the Air Corps Technical School. (b) Graduates of Radio Courses at civilian 
institutions. (c) Officers on duty with or having served one year in the Radio 
Unit of the Engineering Section of the Materiel Division, Air Corps. (d) Instrue 
tors and former instructors in the Communications Course at the Air Corps Tech- 
nical School. 

(3) Commanding Officers will be responsible that each non-rated Communica- 
tions Officer performs the above prescribed minimum flying schedule in the execv- 
tion of the duties listed above. 

Photographic Officers: 

A minimum average of ten (10) hours per month throughout the fiscal year. 


(1) Flights will be made for the following purposes: (a) To perform photo 
graphic missions. (b) To determine the state of training of photographic per- 
sonnel. (c) To determine that aircraft photographic equipment is functioning 
properly and if not functioning properly to determine and correct the technical 
difficulties in the operation thereof. 

(2) Commanding Officers are responsible that the non-rated personnel par- 
ticipating in regular and frequent aerial flights for the above purposes are tech- 
nically qualified to perform the duty or duties among those listed above for which 
flights are performed. The following officers may be considered qualified to per- 
form all the duties listed above: (a) Graduates of the Photographic Course at 
the Air Corps Technical School. (b) Officers on duty with or having served one 
year in the Photographic Unit of the Engineering Section of the Materiel Division. 
Air Corps. (c) Instructors and former instructors in the Photographic course at 
the Air Corps Technical School. 

(3) Commanding Officers will be responsible that each non-rated Photographic 
Officer performs the above prescribed minimum flying schedule in the execution of 
the duties listed above. 

All Other Non-rated Officers : 

A minimum average of ten (10) hours per month throughout the fiscal year. 

These flights will be made from among the purposes set forth in the Order 
placing the individual on flying status. The Chief of the Air Corps is responsible 
that the personnel participating in regular and frequent aerial flights for this pur 
pose are technically qualified to perform the duty or duties listed. Commanding 
Officers will be responsible that each such officer performs the prescribed minimum 
flying schedule in the execution of the duties listed in the Order placing him on 
flying duty. 

Only those non-rated officers who are assigned to duties covered by the above 
classifications will be placed or continued upon flying status. 

Responsible Commanding Officers will submit to the War Department not later 
than June 1, 1933, recommendations as to modifications on the foregoing schedules 
either as to the adequacy of flying hours set up or as regards the duties specified 


herein.

Army Ordnance Aetivities—The development of a new design of anti-aircraft 
machine gun tripod has been initiated in order to take full advantage of the greater 
dependability and stability of the redesigned caliber .50 machine gun. The data 
obtained from the test of the modified caliber .50 machine guns, which included a2 
improved cooling system, rebalancing the gun to get better stability and the adding 
of a stabilizer in order to reduce the recoil and to control the flash and smoke, 
indicate that advantage can be obtained by designing a new mount in which ad- 
vantage is taken of improvements in the gun. 

Pilot models of caliber .30 air-cooled machine guns with heavy barrels have 
been manufactured for use in combat cars. The receiver construction is basically 
the same as the Browning Aircraft Machine Gun, Caliber .30, M-2. 

In the development tests to adapt sodium nitrate black powder for saluting 
ammunition of the various calibers, considerable progress has been made. Success 
has been realized in the 75 mm Gun, 3” Field Gun, 3” W.I. Gun and the 37 mm Gun

manner in which the Confederate Army 
used the Regular Army officers it got at 
the outbreak of the Civil War. This is 
the plan recommended for future wars 
by Grant in his memoirs. This is the 
plan the British wished that they had 
had after they lost the flower of their 
army in the first few battles in France. 

“Fourth: The key to National De- 
fense is the R.O.T.C., through which we 
turn out annually forty thousand fine 
young men—college graduates each of 
whom has had at least two years of 
military training under federal super- 
vision. 

Details of the Plan 

“The War Department: 

“The War Department has always col- 
lapsed at the outbreak of every war, and 
the present organization will collapse at 
the outbreak of the next war because it 
is too top heavy, contains too many con- 
flicting agencies—has too much divided 
responsibility—to handle with prompt- 
ness and efliciency the unimportant little 
problems of peace. The shock of war 
would destroy it. 

“The Army should be a team of com- 
manders and not a team of staff officers. 
But since the staff is the agency through 
which commanders operate, we shall first 
take up the question of the Army Staff. 

“It is proposed to reorganize the War 
Department and the Army Staff along 
natural functional lines, thus: 

“\dministration. 

“Supply. 

“Tactics. 

“Air Corps. 

“Militia Bureau. 

“The Adjutant General: 

“The Adjutant General’s Department 
should be charged with the administra- 
tion of the Army, including the procure- 
ment of men, and the assignment and 
discipline of military personnel. He 
should have under him the Judge Advo- 
eate General of the Army, and in time 
of war the Provost Marshal. He should 
absorb G-1 (the personnel branch of the 
General Staff) and take over the general 
supervision of all line personnel now 
handled by the Chiefs of Branches. 

“Branches and services to be abolished : 

“Personnel Section, General Staff 
(G-1), 

“Chief of Cavalry. 

“Chief of Field Artillery. 

“Chief of Coast Artillery. 

“Chief of Infantry. 

“Chief of Chaplains. 

“Inspector General. 

“Commissary General of Supply: 

“All so-called supply agencies of the 
Army (as defined by the Services of 
Supply in France) should be combined 
under one head—a military head, who 
should take over the function of G-4 (the 
Supply Section of the General Staff) and 
the supervisory supply functions of fhe 
Assistant Secretary of War (Industrial 
College, ete.). 

“His subordinates would be— 

“The Quartermaster General, who 
would lose Construction and Transporta- 
tion. 

“The Director General of Transporta- 
tion—a new service. 

“The Chief of Engineers, who would 
absorb the Signal Corps, take over con- 
struction from the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral and lose all combat functions. 

“The Chief of Ordnance, who would 
absorb the Chemical Warfare. 

“The Surgeon General. 

“The Chief of Finance. 

“Services to be abolished : 

“The Signal Corps. 

“The Chemical Warfare Service. 

“The Director General of Tactics: 
The true functions of the General 
Staff, as we understood them in America 
—that is, Military Intelligence and War 
Plans—should be centralized in the 
hands of the Director General of Tac- 
tiles. He is the agency through which 
the War Department would supervise 
the War College, the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School, the Service Schools, 
a civilian military schools (not West 
oint), and should give such limited su- 
bervision as may be necessary to the 
training of troops, that being essential- 
ly a function of command. He should 
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take over the technical duties of the 
Chiefs of Cavalry, Artillery and Infan- 
try. 
“Services to be abolished: 

“Assistant Chief of Staff G-2. 

“Assistant Chief of Staff G-3. 

“Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans. 

“The Assistants to the Chief of Staff: 

“The Adjutant General, The Commis- 
sary General of Supply, The Director 
General of Tactics, The Chief of the Air 
Corps, and The Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau should function as assistants to the 
Chief of Staff, but under their proper 
titles. 

“The Chief of the Air Corps: 

“The Air Corps being a new and un- 
tried service should be given the maxi- 
mum opportunity to develop within it- 
self, with the minimum of outside inter- 
ference and supervision. The Chief of 
the Air Corps should take over the 
duties of the present Assistant Secretary 
of War for Air. The Air Corps should 
have its own separate line of promotion, 
in lieu of flying pay. Promotion should 
be very rapid from Second Lieutenant to 
Colonel, with selection of General Offi- 
cers open to all grades and retirement 
or transfer back to the line at the age 
of forty-five—rank and compensation at 
that time to be adjusted upon the basis 
of the officer’s having held his original 
place in the line. 

“Services to be abolished : 

“The Assistant Secretary of War for 
Air. 

“The Chief of the Militia Bureau: 

“The Militia Bureau is the agency 
through which the Federal Government 
exercises its constitutional right to su- 
pervise the State Militia. The Chief of 
the Militia Bureau should be in complete 
charge of this as the direct agent (as- 
sistant) of the Chief of Staff. He should 
deal directly with the Chief of Staff, 
through no other instrument of the War 
Department. 

Organization of the Army 

“The Coast Artillery and the Field 
Artillery should be combined. 

“The Philippine Scouts 
abolished. 

“The Army should be taken out of 
China. 

“The Army should be organized into 
Armies and Army Areas, Corps and 
Corps Areas, as now provided by the 
National Defense Act. 

“The War Department should be de- 
militarized and returned to its status as 
a civil bureau of the Government. The 
maximum of authority and responsibil- 
ity should be placed upon the Army 
Commanders and they should function 
in time of peace as nearly as possible 
as they would function in time of war. 

“There should be a reorganization in 
the system of pay and promotion. 
Reforms That Would be Expected From 

the New Plan 

“1. Tremendous reduction in the size 
of the War Department and the 
overhead staff throughout the Army. 

“2. Reduction in paper work and elimi- 
nation of red tape. 

“3. Better and quicker Housing at less 
cost. 

“4, Simplification of Training. 

“5. Better and cheaper Administration. 

“6. Better and cheaper Supply. 

“7, Reduction in the cost of the Na- 
tional Guard, without loss of effi- 
ciency and to the great satisfac- 
tion of all concerned. 

“8. Same for the R.O.T.C. 

“9, Better qualified Reserve officers.

“No effort is made here to explain the 
effects or reasons of these sweeping 
changes. I have written a book upon 
the subject and a number of extended 
professional articles, which are at the 
disposal of those who care to go into 
the matter.”

“JOHNSON HAGOOD 

“Omaha, Nebraska, 

“April 8, 1933.” 
When he was first introduced to the 
committee by Chairman McSwain, Gen- 
eral Hagood stated that he was “in an 
embarrassing position”. “I am a mem- 
ber,” he said, “of the executive branch 
of the Government and I owe my loyalty 
to that branch. I came here with the 
understanding that I was to speak to an 
agency appointed by the President for 


that purpose. I now find that such is 


not the case.” 

He then presented three alternatives 
under which he would testify; either 
that he be assured that the committee 
was working at the behest of the Presi- 
dent, or that his presence be requested 
through the War Department, or that 
the committee give him no other option 
than to testify. Chairman McSwain re- 
plied that his committee was working 
under its constitutional duty and not at 
the direct behest of the President, and 
that he did not intend to get anyones 
approval for the committee’s action. As 
a matter of fact, he said, Secretary Dern 
will testify later. 

General Hagood then said that he was 
willing to testify “as a drafted man” 
and McSwain assured him “we'll have 
the War Department understand that 
you are not rocking the boat”. Represen- 
jtative Thomason, of Texas, asked him 
what he had to fear from testifying and 
Hagood said “absolutely nothing”. 

In introducing the outline of his views, 
General Hagood said to the committee: 

“Before I say anything upon this sub- 
ject, I want to make it clear that I am 
not criticising any of my superior officers 
or the War Department administration. 
Douglas MacArthur, whom I have known 
since the time that I was his instructor 
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at West Point and who is my warm, 
personal friend, is the oustanding officer 
of the Army. He is, by all odds, the best 
qualified man in the Army to be the 
head of it, either in peace or in war. 
In the sterling qualities of his character, 
his courage, his leadership and his sheer 
ability he has no rival. 

“General DeWitt, the Quartermaster 
General of the Army, is the ablest man 
who has occupied that office in the past 
twenty years. He stands foursquare with 
Aleshire, Humphrey and the other great 
Quartermasters of the past. The Chiefs 
of Branches, Guy Henry, Harry Bishop, 
John Gulick and Stephen Fuqua, are ail 
my personal friends and as able a group 
of officers as the American Army can 
produce. If you sought the world over, 
you could not find abler, more hardwork- 
ing, more conscientious officers, than you 
will find in the junior grades of the War 
Department here in Washington. 

“Gentlemen, I am criticising an insti- 
tution set up by Congress: an institution 
that throughout the years has become 
so complicated that the archangels of 
Heaven could not operate it. 

“What I am going to say has all ap- 
peared from time to time, in the public 
press before any of these gentlemen took 
office. 

“I want to say, also, that I have no

Funeral services for Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam A. Moffett were held in Arlington 
National Cemetery at 1.00 p. m. Thurs- 
day, Capt. Sydney K. Evans, Ch. C., 
USN, officiating. Honorary pallbearers 
were Admiral William V. Pratt, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations; Rear Adm. 
Frank B. Upham, USN, Chief of Bureau 
of Navigation; Rear Adm. Alfred W. 
Johnson, USN, Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation; Rear Adm. 
Emory 8. Land, CC, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair; 
Capt. Arthur B. Cook, USN, Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, and 
Capt. Elwood A. Cobey, Supply Corps, 
USN. 

The military escort was composed of 
the Navy Band, a company of Navy 
bluejackets and a company of Marines. 

Admiral Moffett was appointed as 
first Chief of the Bureau by President 
Harding on July 25, 1921. He was born 
in Charleston, S. C., and graduated from 
the United States Naval Academy in the 
class of 1890. His career in the Navy 
has included service in every type of 
Naval vessel and on practically every 
Naval Station. 

During the Spanish War Admiral Mof- 
fett, then Ensign, served with Admiral 
Dewey at the Battle of Manila Bay. In 
April 1914, he was in command of the 
Cruiser Chester during the occupation 
of Vera Cruz, Mexico, by U. S. Naval 
Forces. For his service during this 
campaign he received the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

In March 1917, Admiral Moffett was 
made Commandant of the 9th, 10th and 
11th Naval Districts, including the com- 
mand of the Naval Training Station at 
Great Lakes, Ill. Under his command 
this station expanded during the War 
from a small station to the largest re- 
eruit training depot in the United States, 
from which most of the trained person- 
nel was furnished for all the various 
Naval Activities during the War. Ad- 
miral Moffett (then Captain) received 
the Navy Distinguished Service Medal 
for this service. 

Admiral Moffett served continuously 
in the capacity of Chief of Bureau since 
its organization to the present time. He 
was reappointed by President Coolidge 
in March 1925, and again reappointed 
for a period of four years on March 13, 
1929, by President Hoover, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of the 
Navy, Hon. Charles Francis Adams. 

Admiral Moffett was a qualified Naval 
Aviation Observer and had more air ex- 
perience in all types of airplanes, sea- 
planes, and big airships than any ad- 
miral in any Navy in the world.

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The American Merchant Marine 

The value of the American Merchant 
Marine to National Defense was stressed 
by Malcolm M. Stewart, chairman of the 
Middle West Foreign Trade Committee, 
in an address recently before the Cham- 
ber of Commerce-Civie Club in East St. 
Louis, Ill. 

“Under our Merchant Marine Acts of 
1920 and 1928, Congress has declared it 
to be the purpose to have a Merchant 
Marine of the most modern and best 
equipped vessels to carry the greater 
portion of our commerce and to serve 
as a military and naval auxiliary in 
national emergencies,” Mr. Stewart said. 

“The result of this,” Mr. Stewart 
pointed out, “has been increased effi- 
ciency of the American Merchant Ma- 
rine. There have been forty ships re 
built and their speed increased and for- 
ty-two new ships built of the finest type 
suitable for our Navy and Army, at no 
cost to the Government whatever, be- 
yond that paid out in mail contracts. 
The actual saving has been at least 
$30,000,000 per year. 

For our naval and economic self-de- 
fense we must maintain a Merchant Ma- 
rine or again find ourselves dependent 
entirely upon foreign ships. 

“In reconditioning and building these 
modern new ships, the shipowner is not 
permitted to build just as he pleases, 
but must submit his plans to the Ship- 
ping Board and in turn to the Navy 
Department. Such alterations as are 
made to meet the specifications of the 
Navy are made at his expense, some- 
times running the cost of the ship up 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

“The United States has an investment 
in its Merchant Marine just as it has 
in other forms of transportation. Let 
us protect that investment. Let us see 
to it that the American flag never again 
is =" from the trade routes of the 
world.”

axe to grind. I already have the best 
job in the Army. I have had more in 
the way of preferment and promotion 
than I ever deserved, or expected to get. 
What J am about to say is more apt to 
work to my disadvantage than to my 
advantage. It will bring a storm of dis- 
approval from those who are unfavor- 
ably affected, and may result in my los- 
ing many friends. 

“But there was a man who said that 
he would rather be right than President. 
Men gave their lives for principle upon 
the battlefields of France. The least that 
a swivelchair man like myself can do, 
is to give the American people the bene- 
fit of his experience. 

“I served for seven years on the War 
Department General Staff, and after that 
as Chief of Staff of the SOS in France. 
I wrote a book called, The Services of 
Supply. It was printed in 1927 at the 


expense of the late Mr. Julius Rosep. 
wald, and a copy of this book was pre. 
sented by him at the time to each mem. 
ber of this Committee. The book re 
viewed the mistakes made in past wars 
in the matter of Administration ang 
Supply, pointed out the errors that we 
had made in the World War, and sug. 
gested a plan for better National defense 
at less cost. 

“The book was too heavy for the pop 
ular reader, but it received widespread 
praise from the men most concerned with 
the matters under discussion. These mep 
included Secretary of War Baker, Vice 
President Dawes, General Pershing, Gep- 
eral March, General Bliss; General At. 
terbury, President of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and _ others. Some merely 
praised the book. Others definitely con- 
curred in all that I proposed in the mat- 
ter of reorganizing the Army. Among 
the latter were General Ainsworth. who 
wrote the National Defense Act in 1916, 
and General C. C. Williams, who served 
as Chief of Ordnance, both in the United 
States and in France. 

“In the Spring of 1929 President 
Hoover announced through the press, 
that he proposed to reduce the cost of 
National Defense. Some time after this 
I happened to be in Washington, and 
through one of his secretaries—Mr, 
French Strother, now dead—I was taken 
to the White House, had a few minutes’ 
conversation with the President, and was 
requested to submit for his consideration 
—on a single sheet of paper—a plan to 
save $50,000.000.00 a year. 

“This I did, adding some twenty pages 
of explanation to the one page that I 
had been asked for.

Civilian Conservation Corps 
(Continued from First Page) 
tion for command and supply will be 
determined by you for your Corps Area 
based upon the number and location of 
forestry camps to be furnished you at 
a later date. 

“The forestry camps will be estab- 
lished under supervision of Regular per- 
sonnel. The Regular officers may be 
replaced at your discretion by Reserve 
officers, and the enlisted men from the 
personnel of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps itself. You are authorized by di- 
rection of the President to call to active 
duty with their own consent and for 
periods of six months the following Or- 
ganized Reserve personnel: for each one 
thousand of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps three Medical officers, viz. one 
captain and two lieutenants; for each 
forestry camp, three line officers, viz. 
one captain and two lieutenants. 

“The locations of forestry camps are 
being selected as rapidly as practicable 
and a detailed list will be furnished at 
earliest opportunity so that you may 
proceed with the preliminary reconnais- 
sance of sites and arrive at a clear esti- 
mate of the newly assigned mission. 

“A liaison representative from other 
departments concerned will be assigned 
to your headquarters at an early date.” 





Naval Air Chief Undecided 


Denying reports that a successor to 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett had been 
selected, Secretary of the Navy Swan- 
son declared this week that the next 
Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics must 
be an officer who has had “experience 
in flying personally and also has shown 
executive ability in administering a 
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great and expensive aviation depart- 
ment.” 

According to published reports, Secre- 
tary Swanson had recommended to the 
President a list of three non-flying flag 
officers. ie 

“No definite conclusion has _ been 
reached as to who shall be chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics,” the Secretary 
said. “A dozen men have been consid- 
ered, but no recomemndation has been 
made to the President from the Navy 
Department. I have no favorites, except 
to get the man that I thik will admin- 
ister the job best.” 

Two rear admirals and two captains 
are most frequently mentioned for the 
post. Rear Adm. Harry E. Yarngll, com- 
mander of aircraft, US Fleet, and Rear 
Adm. John Halligan, commander of Air- 
craft Scouting Force, both of whom have 
had long experience with aviation, are 
considered as likely choices, although 
they are not naval aviators. Capt. 
Ernest J. King, senior naval aviator in 
his rank, and Capt. John H,. Towers, 
former assistant chief of the Bureau 
and a pioneer in naval aviation, stand 
a good chance for the appointment. Al- 
though Captain Towers is well down 
the list of captains, he has been recom- 
mended for the position by Representa- 
tive Carl Vinson, Chairman of the House 
Naval Committee. Many are of the opin- 
ion that the choice will lie between the 
latter two, as it is considered somewhat 
doubtful that either Admiral Yarnell 
or Admiral Halligan desires the post. 





Flight Pay Investigation 

The House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs will begin hearings shortly on a 
bill to limit the flying pay of officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps to $1,420 
per year, Chairman Carl Vinson told the 
JOURNAL yesterday. 

Consideration of this project may be- 
gin next week, Mr. Vinson declared. 
The naval committee head this week 
introduced a bill (HR 4811) which 
amends the 1922 pay act by providing 
that “no additional compensation shall 
be allowable or paid to any person in 
the Navy or Marine Corps or in the 
Naval Reserve or Marine Corps Reserve 
in consequence of such statute, as 
amended, at a rate in excess of $1,420 
per annum.” 

Payment of increased compensation 
for flying has been the subject of discus- 
sion during the past several Congresses, 
in which attempts have been made to 
limit the amount of flying pay drawn by 
officers. At the last session, when a 
rider to the Naval appropriation bill, 
similar to the Vinson bill quoted above, 
was defeated, the chairmen of the House 
military and naval committees promised 
to bring the matter before those groups 
at this session. 

The military committee’s plan for 
hearings on this matter has been side- 
tracked due to the investigation of na- 
tional defense policy and the considera- 
tion of the Tennessee Valley project.

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News of the Coast Guard 


Under instructions issued from Coast 
Guard Headquarters, “the introduction, 
possession or use” of 3.2 beer is author- 
ized at any Coast Guard unit in States, 
end Territories whose local laws permit. 
Sale of beer on Coast Guard vessels is 
prohibited, although the use or posses- 
sion aboard ship is allowed. 

The orders differ considerably from 
those issued by the Navy Department 
regarding beer in the naval service. The 
Navy prohibits the “introduction, pos- 
session or use for drinking purposes” 
on naval vessels or at the Naval Acad- 
emy. No similar prohibition is made 
as to the Coast Guard Academy. 

The instructions from Coast Guard 
Headquarters follow: 

“Effective this date April 7 the in- 
troduction, possession, or use of bever- 
ages having an alcoholic content of not 
exceeding 3.2 per cent by weight is au- 
thorized at any unit of the Coast Guard 
under such regulations as the command- 
ing officer concerned may prescribe in 
States, Territories and District of Co- 
lumbia whose local laws permit the sale 
of such beverages. The sale of such 
beverages by ships service. stores on 
shore is authorized in States, Territo- 
ries, and the District of Columbia whose 
local laws permit the sale of such bev- 
erages. The sale of such beverages on 
vessels or boats under the control of the 
Coast Guard is not authorized.” 

| 

Coast Guard activities at Pascagoula 
and Biloxi, Miss., will be amalgamated 
under one command on May 1, it was 
announced at Coast Guard Headquarters 
this week. Division 8, Offshore Patrol 
Force will be abolished and the head- 
quarters of Base 15 transferred from 
Biloxi to Pascagoula. Lt. Comdr. R. C. 
Heimer will be in command of the base. 

The Commander, Southern Area has 
been authorized to transfer boats, equip- 
ment, personnel, office records, etc., be- 
tween Pascagoula and Biloxi from time 
to time as he deems for the best inter- 
ests of the administration and operation 
of the base. In view of the necessity 
of reducing the total strength of the 
Coast Guard by July 1, 1934, Headquar- 
ters, from time to time, will reduce the 
complement of Base 15. 





Nat. Guard and Reserve Firing 


Ft. Benning, Ga.—Results of the rec- 
ord rifle firing of the National Guard 
and Reserve Officers course of the In- 
fantry School, as compiled by the aca- 
demic department, show that of the 122 
students completing the course, eight 
were qualified as expert riflemen, 22 as 
sharpshooters and 92 as marksmen. 

Capt. Carl V. Shoemaker, Oregon Na- 
tional Guard, made the highest score, 
231. Capt. Harold H. Richardson, Col- 
orado National Guard, was second, with 
a score of 230, and Lt. Robert W. John- 
son, Alabama National Guard, tied with 
Capt. William J. Sutton, Texas National 
Guard, for third place, each having a 
score of 227. 

In the sharpshooters Capt. Van Ry- 
land, Texas National Guard, headed the 
list with a score of 221. Lt. Morris E. 
Brown, Infantry-Reserve, Texas, and Lt. 
Robert M. Furber, Infantry-Reserve, 
Minnesota, each with a score of 219, 
took second honors, and Capt. Chester 
T. Brown made third high score with 
218. 





Shannon Committee to Meet 

Members of the Shannon special com- 
mittee on Government competition with 
private industry will meet within the 
next few days to decide upon steps to- 
ward carrying out the recommendation 
of their report. 

Although the committee passed out of 
existence with the close of the 72nd 
Congress, members of the group have 
decided to get together and push for 
the enactment of some of reforms they 
advocate, Representative Robert Rich, 
of Pa., told the Jowrnat this week. 
The committee, of which Representative 
Rich was a member, held lengthy hear- 
ings last year and submitted a volumin- 
ous report recommending among other 
things the abolition of the service post 
exchanges and clothing factories. 

“We can hardly expect to get very

many of the recommendations considered 
by Congress at the special session,” de- 
clared Representative Rich. “I do not 
personally believe that we will attempt 
to do anything about the post exchanges 
or the clothing factories at the present 
time. What I would like to see now, is 
some legislation requiring Governmental 
agencies to maintain bookkeeping sys- 
tems like those of private firms. If this 
were done, our problems might be 
solved. Some of the other members of 
the committee may desire immediate ac- 
tion against the post exchanges, and if 
so I will go along with them. However, 
I do not look for anything like that.” 

The members of the committee who 
are now in Congress, are: Representa- 
tive Joseph B. Shannon, of Mo., Repre- 
sentative Samuel B. Pettengill of Ind., 
Representative E. E. Cox of Ga., Demo- 
crats, and Representative Rich who is a 
Republican. Representative Stafford of 
Wisc., the other member of the group, 
did not return to Congress.
